Specification

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5. Claim 1 rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph.

The 
structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to present a complete operative device. 
The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Xin in view of Lefkowitz. 

Claim 1: The equipments, a Mirror and LENS are attached together, 
a hole in the middle of the door of about 2.5 cm. 

insulate the lens inside the door that shows also outside the door, that lens will take the 
picture to whoever is outside that door. We have a two hole on both side of the top of the 
mirror. With the use of two wood screw and rubber washer to hold secure the mirror on 
the door. (See Xin figure 3, 4, 5 and 6, while he does not show his monitor mounted on 
the door to shift location of parts is not considered invention. See In re Japikse, 66 
USPQ 70 (CCPA). As for the mirror limitation, the drawings clearly show this to be a 
monitor. See Xin figure 6 item 15. As for the wood screws with rubber washer limitation, 
See Lefkowitz figure 6 item 107 wherein he uses wood screws, as for the use of rubber 
washers this is considered a matter of design choice and not patentable. Therefore it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to mount Xin's Monitor on the 
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door using wood screws and washers considering that the door opens and closes 
sometimes being slammed therefore the monitor should be properly secured to the door.
